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DETAILED ACTION 
This action is being mailed in response to the BPAI Decision filed on 1/9/08. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 thru 3, and 5 thru 7 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The references of record, either singularly or in combination, do not teach 
or suggest at least a compound semiconductor FET comprising: an n-type delta doped GaN layer 
interposed between the undoped A1N layer and the undoped GaN layer, and having dopant 
concentration for reducing discontinuity of an electric field at an interface between the undoped 
A1N layer and the undoped GaN layer. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
